Health officials respond to area’s high rate of tooth decay 
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ByJayHowser

TWIN FALLS - A high preva- 
lence of tooth decay among 
Magic-Valley children has hedth 
officials concerned. 

A report for the Women, 
Infants and Children health pro- 
gram, issued earlier this month, 
shows the percentage of WIC 
children with the infant tooth 
decay ranks high, compared to 
other areas of the state. 

In 1998, 16 percent of children 
between 3 and 4 years old had 
the disorder known as baby bot- 
tle tooth decay; ie was found in 17 
percent of children between. 4 
and 5 years' old. Only the south- 
west Idaho district and Nez P^e 
tribe reported higher rates. 

'Hie problem is that people are 
leaving their children on the 'bot- 
tle too long; said Mary Decker, 
family and child health director 


for WIC, a program for lower- 
income Idaho residents. - 

Babies should be weaned from 
the bottle at around 12 months, 
she said, but many people leave 
them on mucli longer for a vari- 
ety of reasons. 

, “People need to regard the 
bottle as nutrition, not a padficr 
or a wayco relieve stress or put 
their kids to sleep,” Decker said. 

Lisa Flores learned the. hard 
way. 

She fed her son, Justin, with a 
bottle until he was 18 months 
old. She said she' made a habit of 
putting him to bed with a bottle, 
not realizing the risk of tooth 
decay. She said Justin wanted a 
bottle all the timo, so she thought 
nothing of it. 

Later on, Justin started having 
painful dental problems. Now 6 
years old, Justin has been to the 
dentist six or seven times for fill- 
ings and extractions.

WASHINGTON - NATO’s strug- 
gle for ethnic calm in northern 
Kosovo has raised the stakes for 
U.S. involvement in' a peacekeep- 
ing operation that has no end in 
si^t. 

The 22nd Marine Expeditionary 
Unit, aboard ships in the 
Mediterranean, is standing by os 
potential U.S. reinforcements, 
although Pentagon spokesman 
Kenneth Bacon said Thursday 
that NATO commanders have not 
asked for the Marines. 

. Expanding .the U.S. troop pres- 
ence in Kosovo would raise the 
risk for a force that has largely 
escaped casualties. 


In Washin^n and other allied 
capitals, there is no appetite for a 
major additional buildup of tzxwps 
in Kosova But NATO feels it can- 
not let the flare-up of ethnic vio- 
’ lence in the city of Mitrovica go 
unanswered.' 

Defense Secretary William 
Cohen has said he expects the 
Mitrovica problem to be resolved 
shortly, po^bly without U.S. rein- 
forcements. Fr^ce, whose peace- 
keepers ore in charge of the ethni- 
cally divided Mitrovica area, is 
preparing tosend 600 to 700 more 
troops to the area. 

The NATO’s chief commander, 
U.S. Army Gen. Wesley Clark, 
requested the extra Frcndi troops 
and asked NATO’s political 


authorities for the go-ahead to put 
about 1,200 other troops on a hi^- 
er state of alert for possible 
deployment. Among these other 
troops are the 22nd Marine 
Exp^dona^ Unit ;;

Whether to send Marines is on

But his candidacy already has 
' raised, some legal Hebrews across 
the state. 

Boise attorney and unsuccessful 
' '"gubemaTorlQl'cl^lirdute Hooert 
Huntley, himself a former 
Supreme Court justice, has filed a 
complaint against Eismann for his 
participation in a Republican 
fund-raiser in Idaho Falls earlier 
this month. 

Eismann was introduced at the 
Idaho Falls Lincoln Day banquet 
as a candidate for Silok’s seat. He 
criticized judges who act as 
activists in weir interpretation of 
federal and state constitutions. 

In a similar gathering in Twin 
Falls, Craig gave a ringing endorse- 
ment that Eismann diaracterized 
os a personal endorsement. 

"I don’t think it was a party 
endorsement,” Eismann said. 

Supreme Court Chief Justice 
Linda Copplc Trout, also a mem- 
ber of the state Judicial Coundl, 
declined to comment, on the issue 
because Huntley’s complaint may 
come before the court. 

Huntley said it’s illegal for a 
Supreme Court candidate to be 
nominated or endorsed by any polit- 
ical party. But Huntley has not Hied 
complaints against other Supreme 
Court cmdidates who.liave attend- 
ed other Lincoln Day Republican 
functions, Eismann said. 

In another potential issue, 
Eismann is married to the sister of 
District Judge Barry Wood and 
Fish and Game Commissioner cir. 
Fred Wood of Burley. 

Barry Wood presides over the 
Snake River Basin Adjudication, 
raising a possible question of impro- 
.^cty should Eismann be elected 
rad in a position to rule on an 
appeal of a water court decision. 

If the situation arose, Eismann- 
said he would ask the judicial 
council’s advice and if there was 
an appearance of impropriety he . 
would disqualify himself from nil- 
ing on the case.

It’s a 
moral is.sue tliat shouldn’t involve 
politics, he said.

Eismann, who served two tours 
in the Vietnam War as a door-gun- 
ner on a helicopter gunship, is a ' 
graduate of the University of 
Idaho. He served as a magistrate 
in Canyon County from 1986 to 

1995, when he was appointed by 
then-Gov. Phil Batt as a district 
judge in Ada County. Before that, 
he had worked in private practice 
in Owyhee and Canyon counties 
:'nd spent a year as law clerk for 
Supreme Court Justice Charles 
Donaldson. 

_ He considers himself a conserva- 
tive judge, saying “judges should 
accept the law as wnmn, apply 
the law to the facts, and in this 
way arrive at the result.” But he 
acknowledged that two judges 
could look carefully at the law, 
apply it to the facts in that manner 
and arrive at different results.

American Automobile Assodation 
warned of possible short supplies 
then. 

Many motorists are paying near- 
ly $1.50 a gallon and even $2 for 
regular gasoline, according to vari- 
■ ous snidiea. The fuirinnal rtvprng i* 
this was $1.41, a nickel high- 
er than the week earlier. 

“We will likely see even higher 
prices this spring,” John Cook, 
petroleum director at the Energy - 
Information Administration, tesd- 
.Bed. 

Cook said low inventories of 
crude oil and heating and diesel 
stocks, combined with soaring 
crude prices, led to the extremely 
sharp and sudden price Increases 
in heating oil late January and 
early February. 

The low inventories and a reluc- 
tance by refiners to buy crude at 
high prices set the stage for the 
price of heating oil to double in 
parts of the Northeast when the 
weather suddenly turned cold. 

Now a similar sceniuio seems to 
^ be developing on the gasoline front 
that could lead to severe price 
increases, especially if there is 
great demand, energy experts said. 

Both gasoline and petroleum 
slocks are low, said Cmk, addi^ 
that refiners will have to increase 
gasoline production significantly 
to meet high summer demand.

- Walters pointed out that just 
giving a baby a bottle is not best 
anyway. 

“We encourage mothers if at 
all possible to breast-feed their ’ 
babies for whatever length of 
time they are able,” Waters said. 
“Breast milk is the healthiest 
thing for babies. It’s made spedf- 
ically for babies, and it’s nature’s 
way of taking care of them.” 

The reports shows 66 percent 
of women are breast-feeding 
after childbirth, an increase from 
past reports, Walters said. WiCs 
goal, though, is to reach 7$ per- 
cent, a mark no hcalth'discrict in 
the state has reached.

Tradition began 
with feisty fanner 

VENTURA, Calif. (AP) - Next 
'week 500 teachers from the Los 
^geles Unified School District 
iriU pack a school auditorium to 
•discuss a tall order from 
'Sacramento: putting a school gar- 
den in each of the district’s 915 
schools. 

This hands-on approach to 
nutrition, applauded by everyone 
from the superintendent of 
schools to the governor, is most 
often credited to Alice Waters. 
The visionary Berkeley chef has, 
after all, led a movement that has 
■put gardens in 12 of her city’s 17 
schools. 

' But the Los Angeles teachers 
meedn’t look so far as the Bay 
Area for inspiration. Very quietly, 
neighboring Ventura County has 
put together a school garden pro- 
gram that is nothing short of 
astonishing. Since 1994, it has 
built gardens in 109 public 
schools, almost 60 percent of the 
bounty's total.

By 1989, Hansen was 90, her 
immediate family was dead and 
she had been targeted os a poten- 
tial A-list benefaaor by her alma 
mater.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Want to 
lose weight? Try following the 
back and forth of the Great 
Nutrition Debate, a government- 
sponsored face-off Thursday of ■ 
America’s leading diet gurus. The. 
excrdse was guaranteed to leave 
you exhausted. 

At one end was cardiologist 
Robert Atkins, promoter of the 
wildly popular, high-protein, low-, 
carbohydrate diet that lets people 
eat omelets, bacon and bun-less 
burgers. “It’s easy to follow. 
You’re never hungry,” he said. 

On the other Dean Ornish, an 
internist whose book promises 
readers they can “Eat More, 
Weigh Less” if they follow his 
ultra low-fat, virtually vegetarian 
diet. 

In between were people like 
heart surgeon Morrison Bethea, 
co-author of “Sugar BustersI Cut 
Sugar to lYim Fat,” who says Ute 
secret to losing wei^t is cutting 
out not just sugar but also foods 
like potatoes ahd carrots that act 
in similar ways. 

Also, biochemist Barry Evan^ 
who beeves the answer to oberi^ 
ty is in chemistry - controlling the 
body’s insulin level, and internist 
John McDougall, who thinks jt 
should be obvious to anyone that 
an Asian rice-based diet is best. 
.“This is u no brainer,” he said 

Atkins vigorously defended his 
low-carb diet, which has been 
roundly criticized by Ornish as 
well as many medi^ experts who 
fear it could damage the kidneys 
or bones. 


Atkins said that it is the fat and 
cholesterol produced by the body 
that is the culprit in obesity, not 
the fat that’s eaten. And not only 
docs his diet work, it’s safe, he 
said. 

Not so, said Ornish. 

"Telling people that pork rinds 
and sausage is healthy sells, 
books, but it’s hazardous to your, 
health,” said Ornish. 

In the sharpest exchange of the 
debate, Omi^ criticized the lack 
of research done on the effects of 
Atkins’ diet. 

"We’re not os good a fund-rais- 
er as you are,” Atkins snapped. 

“With the number of bwksyou 
sell you coidd fund your own stud- 
ies,” Ornish fired back. 


As for critics who say Ornish’s 
low-fat diet is unappealing, he 
said that’s because they are not 
cooking the right way. 

Agriculture Secretary Dan 
Glickman, who organized the.* 
debate and had the final word, 
made no effort to sort out the 
myriad of conflicting claims. 

"Eat well and eat healthy,” he 
advised. But he suggested that it 
may be time for government 
researchers get involved in evalu- 
ating the various diets.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Couples who U^t candles for a 
romantic dinner ■> or because the 
power goes out •> could put 
enough. lead into the air to 
endanger small children, said a 
study released Thursday by a 
coKtumer advocacy group. 

Of 28$ candles bought in the 
' Washington area, 86 were^ stiff- 
ened with metal and nine of 
those used high amounts of lead, 

. the Public .Citizen study said. 
Most of the candles came from 
China or Taiwan and one came 
from Canada,'-Tcp6rted Dr. 
Sidney M. Wolfe, director of the 
organization’s health research 
group. 

U.S. candle makers agreed in 
1974 to stop using lead under a - 
voluntary accord with the 
Consumer Product Safety 
Commission, which investigated 
lead in candles and found no spe- 


cific health risk. 

*. Last year the cbmmlision 
began another investigation, 
spokesman Russ Rader said. 

"We don’t know’ that there is 
any kind of health hazard associ- 
ated with leaded candles,'" he 
said.

Mozambique 
relief efforts 
move ahead 

XAl-XAl, Mozambique (AP) - 
With many roads and bridges 
washed "out, an air relief opera- 
tion accelerated Thursday for vic- 
tims of flooding that has killed 70 
in Mozambique and submerged 
much of the country in muddy 
water. 

Rainstorms, meanwhile, per- 
sisted in neighboring areas of 
southern Africa, exacting a dead- 
ly toll. 

In South Africa’s Northern 
Province, 10 people have died 
since Wednesday night when 
(heir water-soaked houses col- 
lapscd, and two others drowned 
when .they were swept away by 
fast-running rivers. 

In Zimbabwe, torrential rain 
forced 250,000 people to evacu- 
ate their homes. Five people have 
died. Others marooned ^ flood- 
waters had to fend off venomous 
snakes that also fled to high 
ground. 

Record levels of rainfall-bcgan 
drenching southern Africa at the 
beginning of February.

A section of the ordinance says 
all council meetings will use 
Roberts Rules of Order. But 
because city meetings have not 
completely followed those guide- 
lines and since some council 
members were unfamiliar with 
the policies, Rost suggested 
doing away with the rules, 
j* *It’s not that we’re not follow- 
ing parliamentary procedure, 
we’re just'not following Roberts 
Rules of Order to a ’T,’” Rost 
explained. “We fully intend to 
continue following parliamentary 
procedure and to fully comply 
with state law and dty code.

^ .’Rost referred to a handbook 
from the Association of Idaho 
Cities saying council members 
cah'write parliamentary proce- 
dures, as long os they do not con- 
flict with state and local laws. If

“Does 
that really have any bearing on 
what is done in our meetings as 


long as it’s done tri ah orderly 
manner?” 

Coundl members decided to 
—review— Ordinancc-349-and- 
Roberts Rules of .Order and 
dedde on the matter later. 

Also Wednesday, Council 
..President Fred McCloud report-, 
ed that the Idaho Transportation - 
Department had said design 
plans and cost estimates for a 
stoplight at the intersection of 
Moln and Idaho streets may be 
ready os early as this summer. 

Originally, the department' 
agreed to install the U^c, but not 
until the year 2002 and it could 
cost $100,000 to SISO.OOO, with 
Wendell footing at least one- 
quarter of the expense. 

Wendell’s dty leaders and resi- 
dents have been lobbying the 
state for the post couple of years 
to install a stoplight at the major 
intersection, maintaining that tite 
increased traffic flow would soon 
pose a risk to pedestrians and 
motorists. The safety considera- 
tions became a major issue after 
a December 1998 accident, in 
which a 75-year-old woman died 
from injuries suffered when she' 
was hit by a truck while riding 
her bicyde through the intersec- 
tion.

Controversy over ordinance 

Gooding planners push for livestock moratorium

GOODING - Gooding Coun- 
ty’s controversial livestock ordi- 
nance could be back under 
scrutiny again. 

County commissioners 
Monday will discuss a recom- 
mendation from jthe county’s 
planning and zoning commls-' 
slon, calling for a moratorium on 
conned animal feeding opera- 
dons. 

Planning and zoning members 
are advising commissioners to 


set the 120-day moratorium, to 
allow amendments in the coun- 
ty's 3-year-old livestock ordi- 
nance. The planning and zoning 
commission wants to omend the 
existing ordinance to require 
Input from additional environ- 
mental agencies, not just the 
state’s Department of 
' Agriculture, said Judy Daubner. ' 
the county's planning and zoning 
administrator. 

Those agencies would Include 
the Natural Resources 
Conservation Service, the 
Environmental Protection Agen- 


cy, the state’s Division of 
Environmental Quality, the. 
Idaho Department of Water 
Resources, the U.S. Geological 
-Survey and the county assessor’s 
office, which would determine 
the effect on property values. 

The commissioners denied a 
previous proposal from the plan- 
ning commission, calling for a 
moratorium. 

The county’s livestock ordi- 
nance came under fire almost as 
soon as it went on the boolu. 

Gooding County's livestock 
ordinance was passed In 


February 1997, in the face of 
^position by local dairymen. 
The dairy Industry sued in June 
1997, sa^ng the ordliiance was 
' unduly restrictive, arbitrary and 
capricious and violated state 
law. 

In June 1996, then-Dlstrlct ' 
Judge George Granata Jr. threw 
out eight of the 35 challenged 
sections of the ordinance. The 
ordinance was an attempt to bal- 
ance the rights of existing home- 
owners and dairy owners. But

JEROME - Jerome children 
may soon have a new water 
park to splash around in. 

The ci^ of Jerome met with 
the Jerome Recreation District 
on Monday and decided to join 
forces to find funds to build a 
$872,450 water playground. 

The recreation district has 
operated both the recreation 
district pool and the city pool 
for the last few summers. 

“Last year both the recre- 
ation district and the dty suf- 
fered operating losses of about 
$16,000 each,” said Jerome 
Recreation District Director 


'WendyDavis. 

Mayor Dennis Moore said 
the dty and recreation district 
should be cooperating rather 
than competing with each 
other in order to provide resi- 
dents with the best swimming 
facilities. 

Several council members 
. said the city can’t afford to 
support both pools. 

A pool committee was 
formed in the summer of 1999 
to study the demand for swim- 
ming faculties. 

The committee hired the 
Boise-based architectural firm 
of Hosford, Larson ond 
Rudeen to examine the condi- 
tion of both pools. ' 

The finn recommended dos- 
ing the city pool since it was 
the oldest facility and lo need 
of the most repairs. ■ 1 .., , 

The city pool was built in 
1950, remodeled in 1976 and 
received a new filtration sys- 
tem in 1990. Although the dry 
pool has no major structural 
deficiencies, due to its age, 
structural problems could 
occur any time. 

The firm recommended 
expanding and renovating the 
recreation district pool. The 
renovation would indude new 
pipes and other repairs and 
add a shaUow recreation pool 
for small children, a slide and 
fountain and a water play- 
ground. The firm also recom- 
mended expanding the dress- 
ing rooms and parking lot. 

The coundl dedded to dose 
the dty pool but not dismantle 
it until after the water play- 
ground is completed at the 
recreation district pool to 
ensure there would be a pool 
available for city residents to 
use in case the recreation dis- 
trict pool needed to dose dur- 
ing construction of the water 
park. 

The city will dismantle the 
dty pool once the new facility 
is completed and any usable 
equipment from the dty pool 
will be sent to the new water 
park.

McGill of Mode Valley Sand and 
Gravel purchased 80 acres in 
1994, planning to mine it all for 
gravel 

That had always been their 
Intention, Jim. McGill said, but

The permit application process 
was such a hassle, McGill 
recalled, they hesitated to

- the Snake River was folded into 
Burley’s west impact zone in 
September 1998 with the intent 
of grooming the area for annexa- 
tion. The area had initially been 
made residential and now the 
city. Planning and Zoning 
Committee will zone the area 
into residential, commercial and 
' industrial parc^ ' 


The committee has proposed 
to zone the area residential 
because It’s already heavily resi- 
dential, with homes on three 
sides of it, planning and zoning 
director Keith Bryan said. 

Unfortunately for all involved, 
poor planning in the area - long 
Defore the advent of zoning - 
caused a hodgepodge of residen- 
. dal, commercial and Industrial 
areas that makes it hard for dty 
planners to please everyone. 

Residents are worried that a 
grovel pit, as it creeps northward 
toward their neighborhood, will 
decrease property values and 
become on eyesore for residents 
and travelers Into the dty.

District gets land deed

BOISE - After 70 years, an act 
of Congress and enviroitmental 
assessments, the Burley 
Irrigation District has been 
granted a large bit of autonomy. 

A ceremony and offidal deed 
transfer from the Bureau of 
Reclamation to the district in 
Boise Thursday culminated a six- 
year effort to obtain the deed to 
much of the district’s federally 
owned property. 

Neither water consumers nor 
district personnel will be affect- 
ed by the transfer, said Dan 
Darrington of the district’s board 
of directors. 

It’s a big deal for the district, 
however, since it will allow the 
district to “cut a lot of red tape” 
and run a more efficient op^- 
don, Darrington said. 


The deed transfers facilities, 
rights of way, easements, pump- . 
Ing stations, power lines, dectric 
stations, as well as all camds and 
laterals. 

The “crown jewel,” 
Darrington said, was the transfer 
of natural flow water rights, a 
significant source of the district’s 
water. Storage rights will remain 
with BuRec, since it is the 
reservoirs. 

In attendance Thursday were 
BuRec and Irrigation district offi- 
cials, representatives from the 
offices of U.S. Sens. Mike Crapo 
and Larry Craig and locals, 
Darrington said. 

In 1^2, the irrigation district 
made the final payment on $2.5 
million it spent in its federal 
repayment contract for the facili-

Minidoka Irrigation Project’s

Jury convicts Utah man to prison and

Just 
before they re-entered the court- 
room, Allen held up a yellow legal 
pad to show his family that he had 
written Uie word "innocent” on It 
several times.

Agreement between cornpetitors 
Mirage, Tmmp ends two lawsuits

LAS VEGAS - Two legal dis- 
putes between bitter rivals 
Steve Wynn and Donald Trump 
were resolved with word this 
week of an agreement by 
Wynn’s Mirage Resorts Iric. to 
' drop two lawsuits against the 
Donald. 

While Mirage spokesman 
Alan Feldman wouldn’t provide 
details, the agreement appar- 
ently re.solvcs lawsuit.s filed by 
Mirage Resorts against Trump 
in 1997 in New York and last 
year in Las Vegas. 

In the 1997 New York case, 
Mirage claimed Trump, Trump 
Hotels Sc Casino Resorts and 


Hilton Hotels Corp. had pur- 
sued litigation and lobbying 
activities against Mirage to pre- 
vent competition in Atlantic 
City.N.J. 

In the $150 million antitrust 
suit, Mirage contended the 
defendants conspired to stop 
Mirage from building a $I bil- 
lion Las Vcgas-stylc resort. 
Wynn had said he would build 
the casino if the state would 
help finance a roadway and tun- 
nel linking the Atlantic City 
Expressway with the city’s mari- 
na district. 

Trump, who owns three 
Atlantic City casinos, had filed 
lawsuits to stop the state fund- 
ing and helped pay for.a suit by 


residents to block the project. 

Another lawsuit was filed by 
Mirage in April 1999 in Las 
' Vegas. In that lawsuit. Mirage 
sued Trump and several individ- 
uals for allegedly stealing trade 
. secret^. 

The dismissal of the lawsuits 
is with prejudice, meaning they 
can’t be refiled later. No money 
was paid by either side. 

Wynn and Trump have a long 
history of litigation. In 1991, 
Mirage Resorts, then known as 
Golden Nugget Inc., sued 
Trump and Dennis Gomes, a 
Wynn executive who had 
accepted appointment as presi- 
dent of Trump Taj MahaJ. The 
lawsuit was settled in 2994.

TWIN FALLS - J.C. Penney 
Co. Inc. said Thursday it plans to 
close about 45 department 
stores and 289 Eckerd drug- 
stores to turn its fortunes 
around, but it isn’t saying yet 
■ whether its stores in Twin Falls 
and Burley are on the fateful 
list 

The list of stores to be dosed 
hasn’t yet been finalized, a 
spokesman told The Times- 
. News. After individual locations 
are reviewed, the chain will first 
notify store employees, then tell 
the public. 

. That public release will be in 
. two or three weeks, a spokes- 
woman said Thursday. 

The Plano, Texas-based 
department store and catalogue 
retailer - which has about lilSO 
department stores and 2,900 
Eckerd stores - also reported a 
net loss of $12 million in the 
quarter ended Jan. 29. 

Penney declined to provide an 
estimate of how many workers 
.would lose their jobs. The dos- 
ings arc expected to take place 
over the next three months. 

J.C. Penney said it also will 


delay the public sale of a stake 
in its Eckerd drugstore chain as 
part of the $350 million restruc- 
turing designed to cut costs. ; 

The company, which is trying 
to cut expenses as it loses cus- 
tomers to lower-price competi- 
cors,,said it expects the dosurcs 
to produce savings of $55 miUidn 
this year and up to $120 million 
on an annual basis subsequently. 

J.C. Penney, which also identi- 
fied up to $200 million of addi- 
tional savings in other areas, 
said it will take $350 million in 
charges to pay for the reorgani- 
zation. 

“Improving the profitability of 
our core department store and 
drugstore businesses is our top 
priority, and has caused us to 
take a hard look at department 
stores and drugstores that are 
underperforming and lack 
future strategic fit," said 
Chairman and Chief Executive 
James E. Ocsterreicher. 

J.C. Penney also said that in 
view of “the significant steps to 
be taken during the first quar- 
ter,” its planned public offering 
of a tracldng stock in the'Eckerd

Soloist fell in 
love with music 
by long distance 


TWIN FALLS - Growing up in 
Southern California, Larry 
' Zalkind spent many lazy Sunday 
afternoons relaxing to the sweet 
sounds of the Utah Symphony as 
broadcast over the radio. 

Today, Zalkind thinks it’s a 
bit ironic that he’s the principal 
trombonist with the orchestra 
that helped nurture^ his Iqye of 
the musical arts. 

“Listening to the symphony 
fed my desire to play,” said 
Zalkind, a trombonist who'll be • 
the featured soloist with the 
Magic Valley Symphony in its 
March 3 concert. “For some 
reason on Sundays, whatever I 
was doing, I had a tendency to 
turn on those broadcasts." 

But he didn’t start playing the . 
trombone by choice. 

Zalkind was in the third grade 
and thought he might try his 
luck in the school’s music class 
by signing on to play the trum- 
pet. But that section was 
already full, so his teaclicr sug- 
gested something different. 

“I wasn't sure (the trombone) 
was the right instrument for 
. me," Zalkind said. “But it was 
the only thing that was left — 
nobody else wanted it so I gave, 
it a shot.’.’ 

After two years of grade- 
school music classes and at the 
recommendation of his music 
teacher, Zalkind’s parents 
. signed him up for private 
lesson's. 

“That’s when I began to see 
the trombone as a solo instru- 
ment, something that had great 
capabilities, more than the 
other, brass instruments,” he 
sdd. 

As a college student, Zalkind 
set his sights on a career in edu- 
cation, but music always seemed 
to take center stage. He gradu- 
ated from the University of 
Southern California, with a dou- 
ble major in education and 
music performance, and later 
earned a master’s degree in 
music performance at the Lo.s

While he was still working on ' 
his Ph.D. at the University of 
Michigan, Zalkind was'offered 
the position of principal trom- 
bonist with the Utah Symphony.

Big night for Hispanics sets stage for Latin Grammys 


LOS ANGELES.(AP) - Sucli a 
“Smooth” segue. 

Big Grammy wins by Carlos 
Santana and Christina Aguilera 
provide a high-profile lead-in for 
a I.atiri Grammys show that 
dc-Itiits next fall. 

'ihe Mexican-bom Santana won 
eight Grammys on Wednesday, 
tying Michael Jackson’s record 
for most awards in one night. 
Aguilera, whose father is from 
Ecuador and who plans to release 
a Spanish-language album this 
spring, was a surprise winner for 
best new artist 

The success of Santana and 
Aguilera and the high visibility of 
Hispanics throughout the cere- 
mony emphasize the growing 
popularity of Latin periormers 
and music’ - and so September’s 


Latin Grammys will honor per- 
formers, producers and other 
mu.sic professionals recording in 
Spanish and Portuguese. 

“Demographic trends show 
Latinos eventually will be the 
largest ethnic minority in the 
U.S.,” said Ricardo Dopico, direc- 
tor of Latin music -for the 
Recording Industry Association 
of America. “As a result of those 
sheer numbers, the Latin culture 
' is going to continue to seep into 
mainstream culture.” 

Ricky Martin’s performance at 
last year’s Grammys helped kick 
the Latin sensation’s career into 
high gear. Martin and fellow 
Latin singer Marc Anthony had 
nominations in top pop cate- 
gories at Wednesday’s Grammy 
show, which included a Latin 


musical segment feamring num- 
bers in Spanish. 

Latino awards presenters 
included Gloria Estefan, Jimmy 
Smits, Andy Garcia and Jennifer 
Lopez, perhaps the evening’s 
most-talked-about celebrity with 
a gown cut in a loose V tlmt left 
littie to the imagination. 

Both Latino and non-Larino 
Grammy winners and perform- 
ers, including guitarists B.B. Kiiig 
and George Benson, praised 
Santana, whose commercial 
comeback “Supernatural” put 
the guitar impresario on top of 
the album charts for the first 
time in almost 3C years. It 'won 
album of the year honors, while 
“Smooth” - Santana’s first-«ver 
No. 1 single - won record and' 
song of the year. 


Ruben Blades, who won the 
Grammy for Latin pop perfor- 
mance for “Tiempos,” said he 
grew up listening to such main- 
stream acts as Frankie Lymon 
'.and the Teenagers, but Santana 
broke ground for Latin artists 
because he was “hailed world- 
wide and was respected and 
treated os on equal by his peers.” 

- “His success inspired a lot of 
people,” Blades said. 

Latin bandleader Tito Puente, 
who won a Grammy for tra^tion- 
al tropical Latin performance, 
joked that he has profited off the 
talent of Santana, whose early 
hite indude Puente’s “Oye Como 
Va." 

“Everytime he plays ‘Oye 
Como Va,’ I get a nice royalty 
check,” Puente said.

(AP) - Scott 
Williamson was surprised to win - 
the NL Rookie of the Year 
award. Three months later, he’s , 
stunned by the number of folks 
who wonder whether it will be . 
the highlight of his career. 

After an offseason of honors . 
and uncertainty, the Cincinnati 
Reds reliever has come to spring 
training with an attitude. 

“I don’t want to be a guy who 
comes in and wins the Rookie of 
the Year and you never hear* 
about him again,” Williamson 
said. “I still feel I don’t get the 
kind of respect I deserve. 

"Not being selfish, but all the 
negatives arc coming.

Colorado restrictions spark debate

WASHINGTON - A proposal 
to restrict ski area growth and 
off-road vehicle use in the busiest 
' national forest in the Rockies 
would create a “tree museum” 
accessible only to the hardiest 
athletes, critics told a Senate - 
panel this week. 

Sen. Ben Nighthorsc Campbell, 
R-Colo., arranged the hearing to 
discuss plans for the White River 
National Forest, which indudes 
many of Colorado’s most promi- 
nent ski resorts. The U.S. Forest 
Service is considering a proposal 
that would restrict ski areas’ 
growth jirospcas and dose most 
of the forest to off-road vchidcs 
such as dirt bikes and sport-utili- 
ty vehides. 

Campbell is among critics of 
the proposed management plan 
who say it would hurt tourism- 
dependent western Colorado and 
set a precedent for similar 
restrictions on other national 
forests across the country. Eagle 
County, Colo., commissioner Tom 
Stone said the proposal would 
“lead to litigation, acrimony, 
appeals and declining forest 
health.” 


“These are the people’s forests. 
They ore not national parks or 
tree museums,” said Randy 
Parsons of the White River, 
Forest Alliance, a coalition of off- ' 
road vchidc and other recreation 
groups. 

Forest Service offirials told the 
Senate Energy and Natural 
Rcsotures subcommittee that the 
White River’s management plan 
would not be finalized until 2001, 
well after the May 6 dcodline for 
public comment mi the proposal. 
White River National Forest 
Supervisor Martha Ketelle said 
2,800 comments have been 
received so far. 

The 2.3 million-acre White 
River National Forest begins 
about M miles west of Denver on 
Interstate 70 and cncompa.sses a 
dozen ski areas, including the 
resons around Vail, 
Brcckcnridgc and Aspen. The 
forest records about 12 million 
visits per year, the fifth-liighcst 
of any nadonol forest. The forest 
is responsible for about 34,000 
jobs and $720 million each year 
to Colonidols economy. 

The Forest Service last year 
put forward six alternative 15- 
year blueprints for managing die 


forest. The Forest Service’s pref- 
erence, known as AJternadve D, 
would emphasize restoring and 
moimainingi^ healthy ecosystem 
over human'’vsds such as recre-' 
Ddon or logging' 

'Lyle Lo'verty, the regional 
Forest Service ^eaor in Denver 
' who will make the final decision 
on the forest plan, said the pro- 
posal is unique in its approach.. 
The proposal is the first “to 
address the fact that there are 
limits to use,” Laverty said. 

■ The proposal would limit the 
ski areas to the boundaries of 
their current permits, limiting . 
possible future growth. The plan 
also would cut the amount of the 
forest open to off-road vehicles 
such as snowmobiles and Jeeps 
from 12 percent to 3 percent and 
re^quirc all vehicles, including 
bicycles; to stay on authorized 
' trails. 

Environmentalists have hailed 
the proposed restrictions, saying 
they are needed to protect 
wildlife and fragile mountain 
areas from overuse. “This is just 
good stewardship. This is not a 
*world is ending’ kind of move,”

BOISE - The Idaho House has 
decided the rights of a father 
whose child is up for adoption 
should extend oiUy as far as his 
wiUin{pess to acttpt responsibili- 
ty of ms own volidon. 

After more than an hour of 
debate, the House voted 41-25 on 
.Thursday to send the Senate a 
bill re<;|uiring fathers to file a 
paternity claim in order to 
receive notice of a chUd’s birth or 
adoption or termination of his 
parmtal rights. 

Birth mothers now are ' 
required to make efforts to get 
the fother’s consent for adoption, . 
and if he cannot' be. found the 
w^an must gq^.for os to pub- 
lisn the pertinent information in 
a newspaper where he is most 
likely to see it before an adoption 
can be finalized. 

The bill’s supporters said that 
violates the privacy rights of 
women ond leaves the child in 
legal limbo between the birth 
and adoptive parents - all in the 
name of protecting the parental 
rights of fathers who seldom 
want to be held accountable any- 
way; 

“We’re making it too hard for 
mothers of children bom out of 
wedlock to adopt their children 
out,” Republican Rep. Tom Moss, 
a former Bingham County prose- 
cutor who handled adoption, 
cases as a private attorney. “The 
real purpose of this law is to 
make it easier to take care of a 
very difficult situation.” 

The proposed changes impose 
no requirement on the mother 
even to identify the father, much 
less track him down, before an 
adoption is finalized. Critics said 
that might be on unconstitutional 
violation of due process rights 
and could result in the adoptive 
porents - and the child - being 
deprived of critical medical histo- 
ry information. 

“The process in this law is for 
the father to file a paternity 
claim every time he has sex,” 
Democratic Floor Leader Wendy 
Jaquet of Keichum said. “I don’t 
know if we really want to do 
that." 

Opponents also argued that the 
bill requires nothing of irrespon- 
sible fathers while possibly 
depriving those who want to be 
responsible of the opportunity to 
do the right thing. 

“This is a bond that we ought 
not treat lightly," Democratic 
Rep. David Biccer, a Boise 
lawyer, said. “We ought to let 
that person- come forward and 
assume the responsibility.” 

Backers, however, said similar 
laws have been enacted in 18 
states and hayc survived consti- 
tutional challenges. 


Barge will help snag Yellowstone Park trout

LtVINGSTON, Mont. - The National 
Pork Service plans to mobilize a commer- 
cial gill-netting barge in its battle to 
remove illegally introduced lake trout 
from Yellowstone Lake. 

The 35:foot, ctis.tom-de'signed barge 
will allow crews to set half-mile-long nets 
in the West Thumb region of the lake to . 
protect imperiled cutthroat trout, fish- 
eries biologist Dan Mahony said. Until 
now, the effort has been limited to 650- 


fooc nets. 

Researchers will target schools of the 
up to 30,000 lake trout that are ISO to 250 
feet deep and Isolated from the cutthroat 
population, Mahony said. Lake trout 
have destroyed cutthroat populations 
elsewhere in as little as five decades. 

“The cutthroat here are. probably the 
best inland population in the world and 
has been called the last stronghold f<fr 
the fish,” he said. “It’s an irreplaceable 
population." 

Cutthroat play on.impoitant role in .the 


ecosystem as food for grizzly bears,- peli- 
cans, diving ducks and otters that cannot 
feed on Ae deep-running lake trout. 

. YcUowstone National Park fish experts 
estimate there are about 2 million cut- 
throats in the lake, half of the level 20 
years ago because of the lake trout. 

With the increased netting, park man- 
agers hope to push the mortality rate for 
mature lake bout from ^ast year’s 50 Mr- 
cent to 85 percent. Thb.natural mort^ty 
rate is 10 percent, M^ny said. 

“If you realize the average adult lake 


. trout will cat between 50 to 90 cutthroat 
trout per year, then all of a sudden a mil- 
lion or two cutthroats does not seem like 
that many,” Mahony said. 

Many western lakes - including Lewis 
Lake and Grand Teton National Park’s 
-. Jackson Lake -were stocked in the 1890s 
with lake trOut from Lake Michigan by 
the Bureau of Commercial Fisheries, liie 
federal stocking program was intended to 
create new Western hatcheries after 
many fisheries on the East Coast had 
been depleted.
